ing for 60 years, but expect an empty

Notice, my friend, that this Davia, 
warrior, strategiat, minstrel, master of 
blank verse and stone slinger at the 
giant, whom the soldiers of the text es- 
timated clear up into the thousandfold 
of, ceefulness on this partionlar oocasion, 
staid at home or in bis place of tem- 
porary residence. General Joab, Gen- 
eral Abishai and General Ittai; who 
commanded the boys in the right wing 
and left wing and center, did their 
work bravely and left 26,000 of the 
Lord’s enemies dead on the field, and 
many of the survivors got entangled in 
the woods of Ephraim and mixed up in 
the bushes and stumbled over the 
etumps of trees and fell into bogs and 
‘were devoured of wild beasta which 
seized them in the thickets. But David 
did bis work at home. We all. huzza 
for heroes who have been in battle and 
on their return what processions we 
form and what triumphal arches we 
spring and what banquets we spread 
and what garlands we wreathe and 


what orations we deliver and what bells 
we ring and what cannonades we fire! | 
But do we do justice to the stay at | 
homes? David, who was worth 10,000 | 

of those who went out to meet the 

Lord's enemies in the woods of Epbra- 

im, that day did hia work in retirement. 
Oh, the world needs a day of judg: | 
ment, to give many of the stay at homes 

proper recognition. In the different 
wars the sona went to the front ‘and on | 
| 


ship's deck or battlefield exposed their 
lives and earned tho admiration of the 
country, but how about the mothers 
and fathers who through long. years 
taught those sons the noble sentiments 
that inspired them to go and then gave 
them up when perhaps a few words of | 
earnest protest would have kept them 
on the farm and in the homestead? The 
day of final reward will reveal the self 
sacrifice and the fidelity of thousands 
who never in all their lives received 
one word of praise. Oh, ye unknown, 
yo faithful and Ohristian and all endur- 
ing stay at homes! I have no power 
now to do you justice, but I tell you of 
one who has the power and of the day 
when he will put it forth. It will be 
the day when the thimble, and the la- 
dle, and the darning needle, and the 
washtub, and the spinning wheel, and 
the scythe, aud the thrashing machine, 
and the bammer, and the trowel, and 
the plow, will come to as high an ap- 
preciation asa 74 pounder, or the sword, 
or the battering ram. that pounded down 
the wall or the flag that was hoisted 
on the scaled parapets. 
A Great Soldier. 


The warrior David of my text ehowed 
more self control and moral prowees in 
staying at home than he could have 
shown commanding in the field. He 
was a natural warrior. Martial airs 
stirred him, The glitter of opposing 
sħielda fired him. He was one of those 
men who feel athome in the saddle, 
patting the neck of a pawing cavalry 
horse. But he suppressed himself, He 
obeyed the command of the troops whom 
he would like to have commanded. 
Some of the greatest Sedans and Aus- 
terlitzes have been in backwoods kitob- 
ens or in nursery, with three children 
down with scarlet fever, soon to join 
the two already in the oburobyard, or 
amid domestic wrongs and outrages 
enough to transform angels into devils, 
or in commeroial life within their own 
counting rooms in time of Black Friday 
panios, or in mechanical life in their 
own carpenter shop or on the soaffold- 
ing of walle, swept by cold or smitten 
by beat. No telegraphio wires réported 
the crisis of the conflict, no banner was 
over waved to celebrate thelr victory, 
bol Bod knows, and God will remem- 
bor, and God will adjust, and by him 
the falling of a tear is as certainly no- 
tioed as the burning of a world, and the 
flutter of a sparrow's wing as the flight 
of the apocalyptic archangel, 

Ob, What a God we have for small 
things as well as big things! David no 
more helped at the front than helped at 
home, The four regimenta mobilized 
for the defense of the throne of Israel 
were right in protesting against David's 
exposnre of his life at the front. Had 
he been pierced of an arrow or cloven 
down with a battleax or fatally slung 
from anorting war obarger, what a dis- 
aster for the throne of Israel! Absalom, 
his son, was a low fellow and unfit to 
reign; his two obief characteristics were 
hia handsome face and. his long hair— 
no long that when be had it out that 
which was scissored off weighed “ 200 
sbekels, after the king's weight, and 
when a man has nothing but # hand- 
some face and an exuberance of bair 
there ia not mnob of him. The capture 
or slaying of David would have been 4 
calamity irreparable. Unnecessary ox- 
posure would have been a crime for Da- 
vid, ae it is a orime for you. 

Some people think it isa bright thing 
to put themselves in unnecessary peril. 
They like to walk up to the edge of u 
precipioé and look of, defying vertigo, 
or go among - contagions when they oan 
be of no use but to demonstrate thelr 
own bravado, or with, glee drive horses 
whioh are only harnessed whirlwinds 
ar see how close can walk in front 
ofa trolley oar wi roa

In hive cases out of ten the fatalities 
every day reported are not the faolt of 
engineers or brakemen or conductors or 
cab drivers, but of the stupidity nud 
reoklessness of people at street or rail-

800 pacuengers and advertised to arrive 
at a certain hour in u certain city, slow 
ug to let them get two minutes sooner 
to their destination, not one farthing 
of their own or any one clse's welfare 
dependent on whether they arrive ono 
minute before 12 o’olock or one minute 
_ after. You ought.to get permission from 
| a railroad enperiptendent to'manut be- 
side the engineer on a locomotive to re- 
alize how many'evils of recklessness 
there are in the world—foneral proces: 
sions whipping up to get acrose before 
the cowcatcher strikes the hearse; mau 
of family, with wife and children bo-

You have no right to 
put your life in peril unless by such 
exposure something ia to be gained for 
Others. What imbecility in thousands 
of Americans during our recent Ameri- 
co-Spanish war, disappointed, because 
the surrender came so soon and they 
could not have the advantage of being 
shot at San Joan bill or brought down 
with the yellow fever and carried on a 
litter to transport steamers already so 
many floating Jazarettos instead of 
thanking God that they got no nearer to 
the slaughter thau Tampa or Chatta- 
nooga or the encampment at their own 
state capital; mad at the government, 
mad at God, because they could not get 
to the front in time to join the 4,000 
corpses that are now being tranaported 
from the tropics to the national cemeg- 
teries of the United States. Exposure 
and daring are admirable when duty 
calle, bat keep out of peril when noth- 
ing practical and useful is to be gained 
for your family or your oonntry or your 
God. I admire the David of my text ns 
he suppreasea himself and enters the 
gate of bis castle as much as I admire 
him when with bis four tingers and 
thumb clatched into the grisly locke of 
Goliath's bead, which he had decapi- 
tated, and Saul admiringly asks, 
“Whose son art thon, young man!“ 
and David, hlosbing with genuino 
modesty, responds, ‘‘¥ am the son of thy 
servant, Jesse, the Bethlehemite.“ 
Help Others. 

Now, here is another important point. 
As there are so many people in the 
world who amount to Tiie or nothing | 
you onght to augment yourself, and if 
not able, like David, to be worth 10,000 
times more than others, yon can com- 
mand God's re-enforcing grace to make 
yourself four times or three times or 
twice as much as some others. Pray 
twice as much, read twice as much, 
give twice as much, go to church twice 
af much. Instead of spending your time 
finding fault with others, substitute 
your superior fidelity for their derelic- ' 
tion and default.

been healed. That meeting started the 
great revival of 1858, in which it is es- 
timated 500,000 soula were converted. 
When Monday morning, Dec. 26, his 
soul ascended, I think he was met at 
the gate ot heaven by a welcoming 
throng as mighty as that which has 
greeted avy admitted soul for five cen- 
turies. Humble aud without any pre- 
tension and without anything brilliant 
in his make up, through faith in God 
and concentrated prayer hs shook the 
earth and enraptured the heavens He 
was worth 10,000, yea 100, 000, ordinary 
Christian workers, Dear. old friend 
Lanphier, how 1 loved you! 
Worth Ten Thousand. 

When the consul general came in his

Marbles veined and star- ` 
red and striped and interlaced, and the 
whole building adorned with deptha of 
blue, and whiteness of snow, and glow 
of fire, until all terms of magnificence ' 
are a depreciation, aud years after your 
most extravagant dreams struggle to re- 
build it, Bot, after all, I cannot forget 
that it is a destroyed church, and that 
one day that building, which had been 
dedicated to God, was transferred to 
that religión whioh has Mohammed for 
its prophet. Ohe day, centuries ago, 
100,000 people had filed between its 
walls from the devastating war of the 


Turk, bat all in vain, for Mohammed 


; pendons pile in dedication. 


In every greut ode cath ' 


II, on borseback and followed by in- 
foriate mobs, rode into that church, the 
hoofs clattering the sacred floors, while 
the conqueror shouted the victory of 
superstition and invoked Allah, the god 
of Arabs and Turks, to acoept the stu-

desecration and what worldwide de- 
ı Spair! But that which the nations now 
most need is n hero, a leader, a cham- 
pion, an incarnated God, to turn all the 
; mosques of superstition and all the 
basilioas of sin into temples of right- 
sousness, and to rededicate this world, 
so long given up to wickedness and sin, 
to the God who in the beginning pro- 
nounced it very good. Such a hero, suoli 
a leader, such a champion, such an in- 
carnated God we have. He comes riding 
in upon the white horse of eternal vio: 
tory, and we cap, in more exalted sense 
than that which the soldiers of Dayid 
felt, cry ont, Thou art worth 10,000 
of us.“

To give high prices for articles which 
are rare is not necessarily luxury, for 
the price and the rare edition or the old 
master both remain. It is true that ex- 
travagance may mean the transfer of 
wealth to those who will not use it 
well, but it does not usually mean thie. 
It generally involves a transfer to the 
hands of those who will use it more 
wisely.—Journal of Ethics.

The “Gray Matter.” 

The writer has examined many brains 
of persons morally or intellectually be- 
low the average—such as murderers, 
negroes aud others sunk in ignorance, 
He has invariably fonnd the layer of 
vesicular, or gray matter, to be thicker 
than that of Daniel Webster’s brain, 
Elephants, porpoises, whales, dolphins 
and the grampus all have this layer 
thicker than-the most intellectual men.

A Silkworm of the Sea, 

Silk is obtained from the sbellflish 
known as the pinna (mytilide), which 
is fọond in the Mediterranean. This 
shellfish bas the power of epinning a 
viscid silk which in Sicily is made into 
a regular und very handsome fabric, 
The silk is apun by the shellfish, in the 
first instance, for the purpose of attach- 
ing itself to the rocks. It is able to 
guide the delicate filaments to the prop- 
er place and there glue them fast, and 
if they are cut away it can reproduce 
them. 

The material when gathered (which 
ia done at low tide) is washed in soup 
and water, dried, straightened and 
carded, one pound of the coarse fila- 
ment yielding about three ounces of fine 
thread, which when spun is of a lovely 
burnished golden brown color.—New 
York Herald.

A Meller That It Changed the History 
8 et This Country. 2 
It ia gald that a single glass of wine 
probably wrecked the Democratic party 


in 1860. ‘The story is worth telling. 


After the breaking up of the national 
Democratic convention at Charleston 


the party in Georgia held a state oon - 


vention. Great excitement prevailed. 
The leaders of the party could not 
agree. It was a critical period. 

The majority report indorsed the se- 
ceders or bolters at Charleston, while 
the minority report opposed their ac- 
tion, The leading champion of thë mi- 
nority was Herschel V. Johnson, and 
his followere were confident that bia 
eloquence and logic would carry the 
day. 

It is quite likely that such would 
have been the case but for an unfortu- 
nate mishap. Ex-Governor Johnson be- 
gun his speech before the noon adjourn- 
ment on the second day and concluded 
after dinner. ; 

Old men who remember tbat speech 
say that it was a powerful argument, 
and the impression gained ground that 
after the noon recess the speaker would 
demolish his opponents with a few 
eledge hammer blows. 

Bat the overconfident friends of the 
minority report were doomed to disap- 
pointment. Johnson felt the strain of 
the morning session so much that he 
was unable to eat anything, and he took 
a glass of wine upon an empty stomach 
to strengthen himself. This was a fatal 
mistake. That one glass of wine per- 
haps changed the destiny of the nation 

The great orator resnmed his speech, 
but the wine had nauseated him. He 
was hazy, verbose and unintelligible at 
times. His style and argument lacked 
vigor, consistency and positiveness. His 
friends looked at one another in despair 
The men on the other side were exult- 
ant. It was evident that the speaker 
bad dumaged his own cause. 

Then Howell Cobb and Henry R. 
Jackson followed each other for the ma- 
jority report. They spoke with an air 
of expectant triumph and captured the 
convention. 

The majority report was adopted. It 
is unnecessary to follow the history of 
the next few weeks. The national De- 
mocracy was completely disrupted and 
put two tickets in the field, Lincoln 
was elected and the country was plung- 
ed into a civil war. Had Johnson suc- 
ceeded in inducing the Georgia conven- 
tion to adopt his conservative ideas, it 
is safe to say that other sonthern states 
would have fallen into line with our 
commonwealth, and the national Demo- 
oratio party would have remained 
united. 

This is the story of whata little glass 
of wino did. It ruined a great party, 
caused a disastrous war, and besides the 
loss of life cost the south over $4,000,- 
000,000. Perhaps thia is rather speocu- 
lative, but there are many who believed 
ita generation ago.

Death of Eugene Higgins. 


Eugene Higgins, the noted Democrat- 
io politician, died on Friday evening | 
last at his home in Baltimore, of pneu- | 
monia, after an illness of about ten | 
days. Mr. Higgins was born in Decem- | 
ber, 1839, and was therefore in his 60th | 
year at the time of his death. After 
serving several years in the Confederate 
army during the civil war, he returned 
to Baltimore where he was subsequent- 
ly elected to the city council, und 
in 1867 to the legislature, His reputa- | 
tion over the country was gained in his 
service as chief appointment clerk in | 
the Treasury Department during Mr. 
Cleveland’s first term as president, dur- | 
ing which time he was severely criticis- 
ed because of his political activity and 
civil service reformers did all in their 
power to effect his discharge. The Sec- 
retary of the Treasury declined to re- 
move him however, and after being in 
office about a year he resigned. This 
was the last public office he held. Mr. 
Higgins was a familiar igure in Mary- | 
land politics and spent much time at 
Annapolis during each session of the | 
legislature. Mr. Higgins leaves a 
widow and two adopted children.

MR. CANNON RETIRES. 


The Wicomico Building & Loan Associa- 
tion’s President Retires From Office. 
Thos, Perry Elected President to 
~ Succeed Him—Mr. C. R. Disha- 
roon Made a Member of the 

Board. 


At a called meeting of the Board of 
Directors of The Wicomico Building & 
Loan Association held Tuesday evening 
of this week, Mr, James Cannon tender- 
ed his resignation as a member of the 
Board of Directors and as president, 
stating at the same time that it was his 
intention to residein the fulure else where 
and could not attend the meetings of 
the Association. Theresignation of Mr, 
Cannon was accepted, and on’ motion 
these resolutions were adopted: 

“WHEREAS, Mr. James Cannon, being 
about to leave Salisbury to permanent- 
ly reside elsewhere, has resigned the of 
fice of President and director of the 
Wicomico Building & Loan Association; 
therefore be it i 

Resolved, By his fellow directors, 
that in accepting his resignation they 
realize that the Association loses a 
careful, painstaking and conscientious 
officer, whose widely-known probity 
and earnest labors have contributed a 
large share to the very creditable posi 
tion the Association enjoys as a finan- 
cial institution; and that his departure 
removes from this community a high 
minded, Christian citizen, always con- 
eecvative and charitable in thought and 
action, and true to every duty. 

Resolved, That while his associate 
reluctantly part with him asa pleasant, 
kindly and considerate co-laborer, they 
entertain a fervent hope that the future 
may berichly disposed in his favors, 
and bestow its blessings with an ungrud- 
ging liberality. 

Resolved, That thes3 resolutions be 
spréad upon the minutes of the Aseocia- 
tion and a copy be sent to the retiring 
president.” 

Mr. Cannon took leave of his fellow 
members and the session of the Board 
was continued. It was decided to fill 
the vacancies caused by Mr. Cannon’s 
resignation, at once. Mr. Charles R. 
Disharoon was unanimously elected to 
fill the vacancy in the Board of Direc- 
tors. When the point was reached of 
electing a president, Mr. Gillis, the 
vice president of the Board, stated that 
he recognized the fact that he was in 
line of promotion but his private busi- 
ness would prevent him from accepting 
the position. He therefore moved that 
Mr. Perry be selected, whereupon Mr. 
Perry was declared the unanimous 
choice for president of the Association 

The new president was one of the 
charter members of the Salisbury Per- 
manent Building & Loan Association, 
organized jn 1887, and served as direc- 
tor till 1894, when he retired voluntari- 
ly, to assist in the organisation ot the 
Wicomico Building & Loan Associa- 
tion, which was chartered March 27, 
1804. He assumed in the new Associa- 
tion the same position which he had 
held in the old one, that of auditor; 
and as such assisted in preparing plans 
and getting up the account books’ of 
the new Astociation, which are some- 
what different from those of the Salis- 
bury Association, although the cost is 
the same to the borrower in both cases. 
Mr, Cannon was elected the Associa- 
tion's first president 


The Association opened its books for 
business May 1, 1894, with these direc- 
tors: James Cannon, N. H. Rider, A, 
A. Gillis, Thos. Perry, J. D. Price, J. 
Cleveland White and W. M. Cooper. 
When Mr. Rider retired from the Board 
to go South, Mr. A. J. Benjamin was 
elected to fill the vacancy These gentle- 
men with Mr. Disharoon, the newly 
elected member, constitute the Board. 

The assets of the Association at the 
close of business last Monday, as shown 
by the weekly statement, amounted to 
$118,864.58, nearly one hundred thou- 
sand ¢ of which ia invested in mortgages. 


The Association has been exception- | 
ally prosperous While its growth has 
not been phenomenal, it has been steady | 
and all that its friends could ask. All 
the capital that could be utilized has 
been offered the Board. | 

The policy of the Board in the future 
will be the same as in the past to take | 
only what capital can be safely and | 
profitably invested. It has declared | 
yearly a six per cent dividend. | 
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GEORGE PHILLIPS DEAD. 


-Lived a Month After Assault of 
Highwayman. 
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George Phillips. Esq., died at his 
home near Quantico, last Monday | 
night of injuries received in Decem- | 
ber while going from Quantico to his | 
home in Nutter's Neck. | 

Dr. J. McFadden Dick madea post | 
mortem examination of the deceased | 
Tuesday in th- preeence ef States At: | 
torney Rider and a jury of inquest. Dr. 
Dick found the lower lett hemisphere | 
of the skull fractured, and the corres- | 
ponding part of the brain a mass of | 
blood,puss and decomposing tissue. All | 
the orzans of the body were perfectly | 
sound, and Dr. Dick is convinced that 
death was the direct result of the as- | 
sault committed by a highwayman in 
December. 

After the autopsy the remains were 
interred, Rev. B. F. Adkins officiating. 
It will be remembered that Mr. Phillips 
had spent the afternoon and evening 
preceding the night of the asiaull, in 
Quantico. Before leaving he had 
cashed a check for $14.75 and had most 
of this money on his person when he 
started home About 11 o'clock that 
night he reached the home of Mr Gordy 
his neighbor and told him ofan assault 
that had felled him tothe ground and 
left him unconscious. On regaining 
consciousness he discovered that his 
money was gone Blooi was running 
from a wound over the left ear and 
from the ear. 

Mr. Gordy cared for the injured man 
that n ght and sent him home the next 
day. Dr. Dashiell of Quantico was 
called and until Phillips’ death had 
charge of the case 

At the place where the assault was 
made a gum stick four feet long, three 
inches in diameter was found and 
it is presumed that the blow was struck 
with this. 

John Johnson, a young colored man, 
was arrested a few days after the dead- 
ly attack, and he is now in jail held on 
strong circumstantial evidence that he 
is the murderer, 

Mr. Phillips was the owner of consid- 
erable real estate, and having no family 
lived alone on one of his farms in 
Quantico district with a colored wom- 
an as houskeeper.

St. Cuthbert’s Coffin. 

Canon Greenwell of Durham cathe- 
dral has just finished the curious task 
of piecing together the coffin of St. 
Cuthbert. Theshrine of the great Saxon 
saint was despoiled by the commission- 
ers of Henry VIII, and the body, which 
was found to be intact, was reburied 
in its original coffin in the nave of the 
church. In 1827 it was again dug up 
by Dean Hall, who was anxious to veri- 
fy the condition of the body. On this 
occasion the outer coffin was broken up 
and thrown aside. The fragments were, 
however, eventually saved and have for 
many years been preserved in the Epis- 
copal library. 

Canon Greenwell has now put these 
hundreds of pieces together, with the 
result that it is now possible to decipher 
rough drawings representing St. Cuth- 
bert, the four evangelists, the Virgin 
and Child, St. Michael the Archangel 
and the crucifixion, which were rudely 
but deeply carved upon this interesting 
relic of Saxon art in the year A. D. 
860.—London Letter.

Waskineron, Jan. 22.—From a scene 
in ancient story Dr. Talmage, in this 
discourse, draws lessons as appropriate 
for this time as they were appropriate 
for the time when the event occurred 
many centuries ago; text, Judges iii, 
15, “But when the children of Israel 
cried unto’ the Lord the Lord raised 
them up a deliverer, Ehud, the son of 
Gera, a Benjamite, a man left handed, 
and by him the children of Israel sent a 
present unto Eglon, the king of Moab.” 

Ehud was a ruler in Israel. He was 
Yeft handed, and, what was peculiar 
about the tribe of Benjamin, to which 
he belonged, there were in it 700 left 
handed men, and yet so dexterous had 
they all become in the use of the left 
hand that the Bible says they could 
sling stones at a hairbreadth and not 
miss. Well, there was a king by the 
mame of Eglon, who was an oppressor 
of Israel. He-imposed upon them a 
most outrageous tax. Ehud, the man of | 
whom I first spoke, had a divine’ com- 
mission to destroy that oppressor. He | 
came, pretending that he was going to 
pay the tax, and asked to see King 
Eglon. He was told he was in the sum- 
mer house, the place to which the king 
retired when it was too hot to sit in the 
palace. This summer house was a place 
surrounded by flowers and trees and 
springing fountains and warbling birds. 
Ehud entered the summer house and 
said to King Eglon that he hada secret 
errand with him. Immediately all the 
attendants were waved out of the royal | 
presence. King Eglon rises up to receive 
the messenger. Ehud, the left handed 
man, puts his left ha to his right 
side, pulls out a dagger and thrusts 
Eglon throngh until the haft went after 
the blade. Eglon falls. Ehud comes 
forth to blow a trumpet cf liberty amid 
the mountains of Ephraim, and a great 
host is marshaled, and proud Moab sub- 
mits to the conqueror, and Israel is 
free! So, O Lord, let all thine enemies 
perish. So, O Lord, let all thy friends 
triumph! 

I learn, first, from this subject the 
power of left handed men. There are 
some men who, by physical organiza- 
tion, have as much strength in their left 
hand as in their right hand, but there 
is something in the writing of this text 
which implies that Ehud had some de- 
fect in his right hand which compelled 
him to use his left.

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VACCINATION LAW. 


Explicit Instructions to Teachers 
That Must not Be Violated. 

The vaccination question has brought 
consternation) into the public schools 
and the homes of the school chilcren. 
Shortly after the present Secretary and 
Examiner was appointed a progressive 
young teacher of the c»unty communi- 
cated with Mr. Williams on the subject, 
stating that a large percentage of his 
pupils had not been vaccinated and in- 
quiring if he should enforce the law 
which read thus: 

No teacher in any school shall 
receive within such school any person as 
echolar, until such person shall produce 
the certificate of some regular practic- 
ing physician thatsuch applicant for 
admission into the school has been duly 
vaccinated. Any teacher so offending 

` shall on conviction thereof, forfeit and 
pay a fine of ten dollars for each ôt- 
fense; and no Public School Trustee or 
Commissioner shall grant a permit to 
any child to enter any Public School 
without such certificate, under the 
same penalty. 

Mr. Williams, the Secretary, not 
wishing to act arbitrarily laid the mat- 
ter before the School Commissioners, 
who decided that the law above quoted 
gave them no choice in the matter. 
Then the Secretary sent out the follow- 
ing letter: A r 

Noy. 18, 1898. 

Teacher:—You are hereby offic- 
ially notified to observe and enforce 
the school law relating to viccination. 
You may find this law in the ‘‘Public 
School Law,’’ Chapter IX, paragraph 
57, a pamphlet which is or ought to be 
in your possession. 

See to it that all pupils that have not 
been, be vaccinated; of course not hur- 
riedly, so as to inconvenience greatly 
the pupils or interfere with the highest 
interests of your school, but after amply 
reasonable and sufficient notice to pu- 
pils and parents, 

Those absolutely refusing to comply 
with the law must suffer the legal re- 
sults of non-compliance. 

Yours kindly, 
THos. H. WILLIAMS, Secretary. 

This was in the middle pf November 
and no great amount of friction was 
visible till after the Christmas holidays 
when the schools began to fill up with 
lads and lassies of varying ages and un- 
vaccinated arms. Parents resisted the 
law and teachers resisted the parents. 
In the meantime some of the children 
had been treated with the virus in 
nearly every case of which much 
trouble ensued, the child often becom“ 
‘ing ill and requiring the ministration 
of a physician, and in one or more 
cases death followed. These untoward 
circumstances made parents all the 
more determined and brought addition- 
al trouble to the School Board. 

The teachers, having no option, sent 
the unvaccinated children home andin 
many of the schools there were almost 
too few left to justify keeping the 
school open. 

Then the Secretary, acting under in- 
stuction from the Board, appealed to 
the State Board of Education. Prof, 
E. B. Prettyman, secretary, wrote to 
Mr. Williams, under date, January 
24th, 1899, that As the law on the sub- 
ject of vaccination is very explicit and 
mandatory in its provisions; it (The 
State Board of Education) cannot al- 
though deprecicating the hardships 
caused by its enforcement, sanction 
any evasion of the law. 
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FIRE AT EASTON.

Hotel and Dwelling Burned. 


“Fire was disgovered” last Tuesday 
ya the three story building be- 


longing to L. P. Colbourne erected, 
in 1899 at the N. Y, P. & N. depot fora 
hotel. The fire seems to have originat- 
ed in the third story and was not dis- 
covered till it had burned through the 
room. When the fire department reach- 
ed the scene the whole roof wasin a 
blaze. The fight made by the depart- 
ment was one of the most successful 
ever made, having gotten the fire under 
complete control and kept it within the 
walls till it was entirely extinguished. 
The side walls of the building are left 
standing and a part of the first story 
but so damaged that the remains are 
practically valueless. The building 
was insured for $3000 which represents 
about two thirds the cost of erection. 
The insurance was carried equally in 
the agencies of White Bros, A. G. 
Toadvine & Son and W. S. Gordy. 


The residence of Mr. B. W. B. Ad- 
kine, on the Spring. Hill road was to: 
tally destroyed by fire last Saturday 
evening between six and seven o'clock 
and with it most of Mr. aud Mrs. Ad- 
kins furniture. Mr. Adkins was at the 
time in town and did not reach home 
before the house was destroyed. 

The family had just finished supper 
and Mrs, Adkins had gone up stairs to 
fix the beds for the small children, 
taking with her a small porcelain 
lamp. Over the sitting room which is 
single story isa low attic room where 
bed clothing was kept. Mra Adkins 
opened the door to this room and was 
in the act of entering when she stum 
bled, dropping the lamp to the floor, 
causing an explosion. Instantly the 
room wasin flames.
